PRISONERS are having 
drugs sent to them in jail 
using solicitors’ letters. 


They are getting friends and 
relatives to pass on their old legal 
correspondence to drug dealers. 

And the evil dealers are then send- 
ing the letters back packed with 
cocaine and cannabis. 

The crafty scheme is successful 
because jail officials are not usually 
allowed to open prisoners’ legal mail. 

A source told the Daily Star 
Sunday: “Inmates involved knew 
officers were less likely to search 
legal letters. 

“This type of correspondence is 
supposed to be opened only by the 
addressee and not the Prison Service. 

“God knows how long this has been 
going on and how wide the problem 
is. There are real worries that this is 
widespread.” 

The plot was discovered after

warders at Feltham young offenders 
institute in Middlesex got a tip-off. 

Inmates aged between 15 and 18 
were sending old legal letters and 
envelopes to a drug-dealing relative 
of one prisoner. 

He returned them filled with drugs

them because of “Rule 39”, which 
protects prisoners’ legal mail. 


Mistake 


In one bust, warders found cocaine 
wrapped inside a padded envelope. In 
another, cannabis was discovered 
tucked inside the correspondence. 

But staff can open legal letters only 
if they believe the system is being 
abused. If they make a mistake they 
risk being sued under the Human 
Rights Act. 

Wife killer Howard Woodin sued for 


“stress and anxiety” caused by 
warders opening his post. The source 
added: “If prison officers get it 
wrong there could be claims running 
into thousands of pounds.” 

The Prison Service has warned 
governors of the scam. 

They wrote: “The Security 
Department of HMP Feltham is 
currently undertaking an invest- 
igation into the misuse of Rule 39 
correspondence.” 

Jails are also writing to solicitors 
urging them to frank their envelopes 
with an official mark. 

Feltham was recently in the news 
following a public inquiry into the 
murder of an Asian teenager by his 
racist psychopath cellmate. 

Six years ago, 19-year-old Zahid 
Mubarek was bludgeoned to death by 
Robert Stewart. 

The public inquiry earlier this year 
found 186 individual and “systemic” 
failures led to the murder.
